: ——¢— : 

“Pompell, ike most Roman cities, had aii 
excellent watersystem, but-we are able to judge 
of the systems in other places only by the small 
remains in Pompeii; the whole system has 
been laid bare, and in “ Pompeii Its Life and 
Arts,” by August Man, translated by Prof 
Francis W. Kelsey, there is an interesting 
description of the water supply of the city. 
‘Remains of the great aqueduct near Avellino, 
a dozen miles east of Nola, have been dis- 
covered and this aqueduct followed the base 
of Vesuvius and furnished water to Naples’ 
Puteoli, Baiae and Miscnum, but the sources 
from which ompeii received its ‘water supply 
have not been discovered.’ The construction of 
the older baths showed that a free use of water 
was contemplated, There were many fountains, 
along the streets, iiost of them at the corners. 
They were filled by pipes ‘connected with the 
walter system of that city, and these fountains 
bear witness to long use by depressions which 
‘have been worn in the stone by the handsofthose 
who Jeaned forward to drink. Water towers 
were found at the sides of streets, they were 
small pillars of masanry which were’ raised to 
the height of ao feet. There was a small re- 
servoir of water on the top presumbly,of metal. 
Inall the houses of any size and importance 
there weretilowing jets. Thus, in the fanyous 
house of the Vettii which was discovered 4 few 
years ago there are, no: less ‘than sixteen, 
Jets, and water is not stinted in any of the three 
baths which have been cliscovered, The 
water-pipes were made of sheet lead folded
